Flan and Objects of the Associetion,

In the spring ot 1845, Mr. U, H. Crosby con-

teted bis mwaemtdeent Opera Honse, ot o cost ol

660,000, Owing to the great excess of this
expenditare over the otigloal estimutes, result-
ing from the enbonced value ol mulerials and
labor during the war, from modifications nnd
improvements sugsested in the progress of the
work, which were necessary to peviect s de-
sign, and from other unforeseen causes, which
it i unneccssary to stute, Mr. Crosby became
finuncially embarrassed, and only succeeded in
his purpose o1 giving to Chicago this noble work
of art at the sacritice of his lortuoe,

This reverse having made the sale of the pro-
perty necessary, the ftriends of art in Chicago and
the Eastern cities urged the {doa of making its
disposal the basis of a Natwousl Distribution of
Paiutings and Engravings, upon the Art Union
plan, The suggestion met with the approval of
gentlemen of prominence in business cireles
of Chicago, and led to the subscription, by &
number of the leading ocitizens, of & laree
fund for the institution of the “Opera House Art
Associntion,” the objects of which should be the
realization of the original cost of the Opera
House, and the distribution of a largze collection
of paintings and engravines of value, selected
from the works of the most eminent srtists of
Awmerica,

co-aperation and support of the lewding Amerl-
cau artists, They have signitled their apprecin.
tion of Mr. f‘ruxh[y’r. interest in Art, and of his
